General Synod Makes 


Peace, Family Life Priorites 


Peace and Family Life were the two 
priorities selected by the 704 delegates to 
General Synod XIII, which met in Roches- 
ter, N.Y. June 27-July 1, 1981. 

Calling for the church to approach both 
priorities in study and in action, the 
General Synod affirmed ‘‘the Biblical and 
theological role of the church and its mem- 
bers as peacemakers” and recognized that 
“all persons, regardless of their family 
patterns, be affirmed and supported in the 
life of the church, manifesting our unity as 
a familiy in Christ.” 

A high point of the Synod was the unani- 
mous vote to join in full communion with 
the East-West German Evangelical 
Church of the Union. Commenting on the 
vote, UCC President Avery Post, who was 
selected to a second term of office, stated 
that “the commitment to ecumenism is a 
major destiny issue for our beloved 
church.” 

In other action, women’s rights and 
racial justice were the focus of Synod 
action. In addition to a ringing endorse- 
ment of UCC support for the Equal Rights 
Amendment, delegates also adopted a 
resolution declaring their commitment to 
affirmative action within the UCC. Reflec-

But I believe these are 
capable of being met by the dedication of 
the members of our churches and the 
increased resources we can all make 
available through better stewardship of 
our talents and money.

Our church strives to serve the 
causes of righteousness and faith. We try 
to be sensitive to the demands of the 
Gospel and the needs of people. But we 
need to match our understanding with our 
commitment so that the Kingdom of God 
may truly come in our lives and in our 
world. May God help us to move forward 
with vision and dedication.

General Synod XIII was a meeting with 
a diversity of people and of interests.

I was impressed by a continuing concern 
expressed daily for justice — justice for 
the handicapped, for minorities, for 
human rights, for the oppressed. There 
was a sense of a people striving to respond 
to human need as the Bible tells us Jesus 
Christ so clearly instructed us to do. 
The priorities chosen — Peace and Family 
Life — reflected our joint concern with 
what the Savior wants us to be about in our 
world today. 

It was a real privilege to be part of this 
General Synod of the United Church of 
Christ along with the others attending 
from the Southeast Conference.

terrorism, the Synod called for increased 
support of racial justice as well as reten- 
tion of the Voting Rights Act. 


Throughout the Synod, the role of dis- 
abled persons was stressed. From archit- 
tectural modifications in the Rochester 
War Memorial Auditorium where the 
Synod met, to leadership by handicapped 
persons, the full participation of the handi- 
capped in the life of the United Church was 
affirmed. 


Looking to the future, the Synod adopted 
a budget of $12 million for 1982 and $12.5 
million for 1983 to support the work of the 
denomination’s national bodies. 


Thinking the 
Unthinkable 


“Thinking the Unthinkable!’’ We seem 
to be doing that now — and that worries 
me. For years the world turned away from 
weapons, used in WWI, almost as dreadful 
in their way as the atomic bomb. I mean 
the use of poison gas and chemical 
warfare. Now, we are producing: such 
weapons in my home state of Arkansas. 
Secondly, whatever reasons may be given 
for its value, I am concerned that the 
production of the neutron bomb takes us 
one step closer to the use of ‘“‘tactical’”’ 
nuclear weapons, as though the use of any 
might not lead to the use of them all. 


So long as the world turns away from the 
use of these terrible weapons for anything 
other than mad bargaining chips, so long 
we may have faith that we will “muddle 
through.” But it is a fearful thing to see us 
balancing like dare devil children on the 
ledge.

UCC Joins German 
Church in Full 
Communion 


Convenant conversations begun in 1975 
finally reached fruition on June 30th when 
the 13th General Synod of our United 
Church of Christ unanimously voted to join 
in full Christian communion with the 
East-West German Evangelical Church of 
the Union (E.K.U.) 

The two denominations exchanged 
chalices and communion plates at 
Rochester, NY, during the General Synod 
in an expression of their acceptance of 
each other and of their communion with 
one another. 

“The full communion acknowledges the 
common calling, ministry and purpose of 
the two Churches,” said the Rev. 
Frederick R. Trost, Wisconsin Conference 
Minister and secretary of the UCC group 
working with the E.K.U. The two 
denominations are “prepared to work, 
sacrifice and serve Jesus Christ together,” 
Rev. Trost said. “This event promises 
that, from here on, we are partners in 
mission and faith.” 

The action by the Synod is in response to 
a unanimous vote by the E.K.U. that 
invited full communion with the UCC.

Consider the facts: 

—More than 500 million people in the 
world today suffer from severe under- 
nutrition — hunger. 

—Children are the worst afflicted. 
Millions die each year from hunger- 
related illness and disease. Others, 
because of vitamin and protein deficiency, 
suffer stunted physical and mental 
development, sometimes even blindness. 

—More than 100 countries, most of them 
in the developing world, are in ‘food 
deficit,’ meaning that their people 
consume more food than they produce. 

FAO is asking that everyone sharing the 
belief that food is a basic human right find 
some way to participate in a World Food 
Day observance.

Instead, mission projects are 
funded through funds received either 
through OCWM, One Great Hour of 
Sharing or funds pooled with those of other 
denominations.

Other forms of 
ministry have been in terms of education- 
al programs outlining the services of legal 
aid, social security, veterans’ benefits and 
a forum discussion concerning death and 
the cost of dying. 


First Church is also proud of its young 
people through such organizations as a 
recently formed Girl Scout Troop and a 
Boy Scout Troop that has taken first place 
at the Scout-O-Rama for the past 11 years. 

Having previously served the church 
from 1966-1974, Pastor John Rhodes was 
recalled and has served the church since 
1976.

A vocational training 
center in Yoro provides courses in wood- 
caring, metal work, carpentry, and pot- 
tery. One of the most exciting projects 
being undertaken is the production of a 
simple tractor for use by local farmers. 

Work at Yoro is seen in a new filmstrip, 
Witness in the Americas.
